One of the ~Principal 
Uses to Be Made of the 
Money.

NEW YORK, March 13.—The 
group of American bankers, headed 
by J. P. Morgan & Co., which an- 
nounced yesterday that arrange- 
ments*’had been made for the es- 
tablishment of a banking credit of 
not less.than $100,000,000 in favor 
of the Bahk of France, has received 
assurances from the French Gov- 
ernment that it will issue no other 
loans without having assured the 
service of the loan by normal 
budgetary receipts. 

Should the credit not be liqui- 
dated at matunity in other ways, 
gold equal in amount to the loan 
will be shipped to the Morgan firm 
in New York. This gold security is 
being held by the Bank of France. 
It is understood that the loan will 
not run for more than one-year. 


The group establishing the credit | 
| their 


is limited to bankers of New York 
and neighboring cities. Applica- 
tions to share in the loan were de- 
clared to have largely exceeded the 
amount remuired by the French 
Government. 

Purposes of the Loan. 

Stabilization of the French ex- 
change will be one of the principal 
uses to which the French Govern- 
ment will apply to the loan. 

In view of the excellent security 
behind the loan, it is believed the 
interest rate is relatively low and | 
well below that of some of the re- 
céfnt foreign loans floated here in 
the form of bond issues. 

In conpection with this credit, 
the governor of the Bank of France 
has issued a statement, which sets 
forth the following points:

Cape-Hatteras Tuesday night may 
be less than indicated in first re- 
ports, it is believed by Coast Guard 
headquarters here, which today re- 
ceived a wireless message from the 
cutter Manning. 

The cutter reported as follows: 

“The Manning received the fol- 
lowing message from the Senments 
Pliodon: 

***Intercepted message from 
steamship, Colinas day before yes- 
terday saying they picked up boat 
containing 10 men from steamship 
Santiago and expected to pick up 
the rest.’ ”’ , 

A previous message said: ‘‘Ac- 
cording to survivors tarpaulans and 
hatches were carried away by seas. 
|The ship was gradually taking a 
_heavy list to starboard and wter 
|'ws coming into the hold. Fires 

under the boilers were put out and 
pumps stopped. 
| “The first and third officers 
| were carried away by the heavy 
| seas while they were trying to se- | 
cure hatches. Three men drowned | 
leaving the ship. 

“The Cissy stayed all night 
searching for boats, covering sev- 
eral miles until daylight, but noth- 
ing seen. The sea was very rough.”

| WHY FOOD SPOILS 


OOD generally shows when it 

is spoiled by an unpleasant 
look, taste or smell. It may, how- 
ever, be contaminated with or- 
ganisms that make it unsafe for 
use, even though it still appears 
good. The causes of spoilage are 
many and varied, and foods dif- 
fer greatly in the kind of care 
needed. 

Foods may be spoiled by bacte- 
tia. yeasts. molds; by changes 
produced by heat and cold, light, 
and loss or absorption of mois- 
ture; by insects and other house- 
hold pestsg and by parasites of 
food animals. Dirt and careless 


handling increase the chances of | 


spoilage at every siagée from the 
time food is produced until final- 
ly used. Right methods of care in 
the home can prevent or at least 
check much waste from these 


causes, the United States Depart-’ 


ment of Agriculture points out in 
a new Farmers’ Bulletin, 1374, 
entitled “Care of Feod in the 
Home.”
